Not many men have witnessed 
at close hand within a span of 
less than three years what might 
prove the death agonies of three 
free nations. 
Lloyd Lehrbas, roving the war 
fronts on Associated Cress assign­ 
ments. has done just that. He 
watched China survive, bloodied 
but unbowed, the irst dreadful 
Japanese onslaughts at Shanghai. 
He saw Poland smashed by Ger­ 
many's massive war machine, and 
fled with defeat-stunned Polish 
refugees into Rumania. Then in 
France he watched again while 
"the light went out of a nation's 
eves’’ in its numbed realization 
of utter disaster at German hands. 


That the somber scene passing 
before his own eyes drew from 
Lehrbas so poignant a description 
of French despair tells more than 
any factual narration of the trag­ 
edy of that moment for France. 
Liberty Still There 
Yet, if the light of liberty is 
dead in French hearts as well as 
in defeat-dimmed French eyes, 
history is a lying jade. Her in­ 
terpretations of the past are a 
mock travesty of the truth about 
man, which disclo d him sunk 
to the level of the lesser beasts 
with self survival, the desire to 
live on under whatever condi­ 
tions. the only law that guides 
his action. 
That is the cynical assumption 
that seems the foundation stone of 


the projected German-Italian-Jap- 
anese new order in Europe, in 
Asia, and in Africa, it is the the­ 
sis of the law of the jungle, of 
sheer force, abroad in the world; 
but it challenges every lesson of 
the recorded or legandary history 
of man. Symbols Of Hope 
Britain's

The scene in conquered France 
which Lehrbas reports recalls an­

At Versailles, 
where tha World War peace­ 


makers met so fruitlessly, the 
“big three"—Wilson, Lloyd George 
and Clemenceau—faced a propos­ 
al by the allied generalissimo, 
Ferdinand Foch, for a “cordon 
samtaire" about Bolshevist Rus­ 
sia to imprison the virus of "Red" 
world revolution 
Foch planned 
a military quarantine of Russia 
to save democracy, otherwise 
made "safe” by the war. 
Wilson called for General Task­ 
er Bliss, No. 2 American soldier 
in France. Bliss was a profess­ 
ional soldier who loved his trade, 
and was more accustomed to the 
lurid language of the barracks 
and saddle-blanket bivouacs than 
to the use of diplomacy. But he 
was also a thinker, a deep stu­ 
dent of history. 


Wilson knew that. Th® scholarly 
statesman and the hard-bitten 
soldier met at elbow touch on a 
common ground in the history 
books. 
Bliss brushed aside discussion of 
the Foch plan for a military 
standpoint. He approached it as 
a philosopher, an interpreter of 
history. The Russian world re­ 
volution dream would die of its 
own weight, by the verdict of his­ 
tory. he said, unless it embodied 
a new idea that would better 
man's relations with man and the 
common lot in life. If it did con­ 
tain such an idea, he said, the 
Foch quarantine would not halt it. 
“Bayonets never stopped an 
idea in the history of the world."

PENDULUM TO 
SWING TO AID 
LITTLE MEN 
Small Business Gets 
Break, He Says 


By ROGER BABSON 
BABSON PARK, Mass.—The 1940 
tax legislation shows how the Amtr- 
icean people are thinking. One of 
its most interesting features is that 
the excess profits tax law favors 
companies having earnings of less 
than $25,001» a year. Of course, 
this is a direct subsidy to smaller 
corporations. 
Twe Vital Questions 
Should the $25,000 apply to earn­ 
ings of a company or to earnings 
of individual stockholders in that 
company? 1* there any reason why 
a ten-ahara stockholder in a large 
corporation should he taxed any 
more than if he held the same 
amount of stock in a small com­ 
pany? 
It certainly seems unfair 
to penalize with more taxes, direct 
nr indirect, a man who receives 
earrings from dividends of $5,000 
from each of five big companies, 
and let g<> "scot free'' one who has 
earnings from dividends up to $25,- 
000 from one small company. 
This is not a criticsm of the tax 
law: 
1 use it merely as art illus­ 
tration to show' the trend against 
bigness even though bigness often 
means efficiency from which con­ 
sumers benefit. 
In talking with 
congressmen, however, I find that 
other factors axe also working in 
favor of the smaller concerns. Let 
me mention some of them: 
Fear Of Monopolies 
All the political parties in their 
platforms have taken a stand against 
monopolies, even though they may 
reduce consumer prices in many 
instances. Monopolies are contrary 
to democracies. Congressmen are 
especially bitter against them be­ 
cause of a monopoly a ability to 
hire high-priced lobbiests. Some 
congressmen tell mt that these 
lobbyíests threaten to spike their 
elections if they vote for anti­ 
monopoly legislation. 
Yet, there 
is no reason w hy our biggest cor­ 
porations, even those having mon­ 
opolies. cannot operate as justly in 
the interests of the public as small­ 
er concerns. It is, however, hard 
to make John Public believe this. 
Pei haps much legislation against 
bigness is dua to the "inferiority 
complex" of the small manufacturer. 
Doubtless it is difficult for many 
such to compete with big corpor­ 
ations; but the reason often i» due 
to the plant being located in the 
wrong locality or being operated in­ 
efficiently. 
Certainly, small cor­ 
porations should be able to change 
their policy and theteproducts much 
more rapidly than large corpora­ 
tions and thus keep ahead of them. 
If a young man, I would rather 
work for a small corporation than 
a big one. Chances for advance­ 
ment are much better, 
Trend To Urge Decentralisation 
The war is bound to have tre­ 
mendous effects along various lines.

more efficiently in a tingle place 
and under one roof may seem sound 
on paper. Textile manufacturers 
in England, however, have found 
that, in practice, they are liable to 
lose their own shirts as well as their 
employees by such a policy. 
The attitude of labor leaders In 
lar^e cities is also a factor in de­ 
centralization. The C I O. has been 
much more successful in closing 
plants in the case of big concerns 
operating under one roof in one lo­ 
cality. Manufacturers are fast learn­ 
ing that it ts bad business from a 
labor point of view to have "all 
one's eggs in one basket.’’ Letters 
which 1 receive from abroad show 
clearly that it is safer in every 
way to have five plants, each em­ 
ploying a thousand people in five 
different cities, than to have one 
big plant employing five thousand 
in one locality. After the war, it 
may be illegal in England and on 
the Continent to build a factory to 
employ in one locality more than a 
thousand—perhaps even than five 
hundred. 
Good News For Small Concerns 
All of the above should be good 
news for smaller concerns, operat­ 
ed by the owners,—especially by 
those who founded the business 
Certainly, one concern employing 
a thousand workers in one locality 
should be able to operate as effi­ 
ciently—yes, more so—than a big 
concern with five plants in five dif­ 
ferent cities. The chief advantage 
that the big concern has its in 
connection with advertising. A 
page in a newspaper or magazine 
does not cost the big concern any 
more than it does the small con­ 
cern, and yet the cost to the big 
concern per unit sold should be 
only one-fifth. 
Furthermore, this new trend 
should help the credit of smaller 
independent concerns. Banks and 
investors are hipped on 
blue- 
chips” They think loans should 
be made only to big companies and 
shares purchased only in the big­ 
gest of these. Perhaps banks and 
investors have a surprise ahead. 
I visualize a new’ form of bank­ 
ing. New investment companies as 
distinct from existing banks will 
not accept deposits (which are real­ 
ly an indebtedness payable before 
the stockholders can liquidate a 
penny), but will loan their share 
capital directly to small concerns 
and carefully watch them. Such 
companies cculd keep out of declin­ 
ing industries and gradually get 
into growing industries. The stock 
in these new’ investment companies 
should furnish investors excellent 
diversification and a good safe in­ 
come. 
The main difficulty now 
with securities of small concerns 
is their very thin market. They 
are hard to sell in an emergency. 
One Final Thought 
The importance of small concerns

WASHINGTON —<¿P>— The 
navy 
acted to keep its flying arm at top­ 
most strength Saturday by ordering 
all naval and marine corps reserve 
pilots to remain on active duty after 
expiration of their four year volun­ 
tary service. 
In another order. Secretary Knox 
directed that full dress uniforms and 
parade 
equipment 
be 
dispensed 
with

the present em er­ 
gency.” 
150 Reserve Flier* 
The order to the fliers affects 
about 150 naval reserve aviators 
and 26 marine pilots. 
Hitherto, the navy and marine 
corps have trained fliers for a p ­ 
proximately one year, 
and 
then 
kept them three additional years on 
active duty. Officials said the new 
order would 
have the effect of 
keeping all available fliers on du*y 
indefinitely. 
May Retain Reserve» 
Similarly, the armv announced 
this month that reserve officers 
serving one year s active duty could 
legally be retained in uniform, but 
stated that the announcement did 
not mean such action would be fol­ 
lowed as a settled policy. 
The dress order means that navy 
and marine officers need possess 
only service blue and white uni­ 
forms. It will free navy officeis 
from the requirement that they have 
cocked hats and other full accoutre­ 
ments costing about $300. 
Quit White Presa 
For enlisted men. white dress uni­ 
forms were discontinued. 
The army similarly proclaimed 
recently that officers need not pos­ 
sess sabers and that in general stress 
would be placed henceforth on serv­ 
ice and training rather than mili­ 
tary display.

Castor Beam Already Profitable In 
Valley; Fanners Increase Acreage 


D. L. Van Over Explains Situation, Gives Advice On How To 
Put Over'Crop; Beans Bring $51 Per Ton Now 


BUCHAREST, Rumania—Germ an 
troops under command of a general 
of cavalry, accompanied by six of­ 
ficers 
wearing 
the 
red-striped 
trousers of the general staff, enter­ 
ed Bucharest Saturday and planted 
the Swastika firmly and formally 
in the capital of Rumania. 
Established, too, was an “advance 
command” of the Nazi air force 
under Germ an Aviation General 
Speidel. 
A long column of field gray mo­ 
torcars 
carried 
German 
soldiers 
w ith fixed bayonets through the 
streets and squadrons of airplanes, 
some w ith the Nazi insignia, roared 
overhead. 
German flags flew from unaccus­ 
tomed 
standards; 
bands 
played 
Deutschland líber Alies, the Horst 
W essel song and the Rumanian na­ 
tional anthem. 
Implications Many 
The implications of this trium ­ 
phant entry—this incontestable G er­ 
m an m ilitary penetration of Ru­ 
m ania—w ere many. 
Foreign observers speculated at 
the new G erm an-Italian moves in j 
southeastern Europe and recalled | 
the declaration of pro-British Tur- j 
key that 2.000.000 bayonets would 
stand athw art any Axis attem pt to 
move in Turkey's direction in the 
Near E ast 
British Leave 
Amid the parades, the band music, 
the stir in the city, British subjects 
—whose government’s relations with 
Rumania stand at crisis—quietly 
packed and hurriedly left. 
Germ an circles rejoiced privately 
that the Reich had now established 
an air patrol of the Rumanian oil 
fields so vital to Germ any's war 
effort and declared—as other G er­ 
mans had done when the Nazis 
m arched into Norway, into Den­ 
m ark, into the low countries—that 
the Reich had again taken the in it­ 
iative away from the British. 
To Train Army 
But officially the presence of 
Nazi troops here was attributed to 
a desire by the Germans to help 
train the Rumanian army. 
The Rumanian government, head­ 
ed by G eneral Ion Antonescu since 
the forced abdication of King Carol 
IT, issued a communique thus ex­ 
plaining m atters: 
“The form er government asked 
Germ any for her help regarding 
equipm ent and instruction of the 
Rum anian army in using the new 
m aterials in accordance w ith the 
new m ethods of war. 
Prem ier Ion 
Antonescu. finding this an excellent 
idea, adopted it. 
“Send Military Mission" 
“The Germans, giving support to 
this request w ith good will and 
friendship, sent a m ilitary mission 
to Rumania, the first p art of which 
arrived today under command of 
G eneral Hansen." 
It was made clear, incidentally, 
that still more Germ an troops are 
to come.

Van Over has anything to do w ith 
it the Lower Rio G rande Valley is 
going to put over a castor bean 
industry and he is devoting 24 
hours a day to make it a success. 
Already castor beans from the 
first year's 8.000-acre crop are 
being 
shelled 
at 
the 
Port of 
Brownsville plant, constructed by 
Van Over, and two carloads are 
slated for shipm ent this month. 
$51 Per Ton 
TTie price of castor beans at the 
present time is $51 per ton. Val­ 
ley farm ers have spent about $11.50 
per acre in raising, handling and 
delivering the beans and each 
acre under normal conditions puts 
out around 1.000 beans m aking a 
profit of about $12 to the farm er 
on each acre, and in these times 
that ain't hay. 
Van Over has contended «nee 
the instigation of the plant and 
castor bean planting th at there 
was no profit in castor beans 
alone, but Valley farm ers aren't 
sneezing at that $12 per acre. 
Over 300 growers are participat­ 
ing in the castor bean program to 
date and to prove that they be­ 
lieve in it. for example, one farm ­ 
er who planted 100 acres this year 
has contracted for 1,000 acres for 
1941. 
Cycle Is Accurate 
Van over has made up a cycle 
of planting to guide Valley farm ­ 
ers in their castor bean work. 
This past year his cycle was w ith­ 
in 
two per cent of accuracy, 
which is pretty close. 
Getting back 
to 
Van 
O ver’s 
statem ent that there is no profit 
for the farm ers in the growing 
of beans alone, here is another 
angle. 
When equipm ent is installed at 
the plant to crush the beans ex­ 
tracting the oil from them, w ith­ 
out having to ship them to east­ 
ern m arkets for the crushing, an­ 
other profit chance is realized. 
The Castor bean meal which 
comes from the crushed beans is 
mixed with the em pty shells to 
make one of the best fertilizers. 
The shells are an ideal carrier for 
chemicals used in m aking ferti­ 
lizer balanced, and when used 
w ith castor bean meal they not 
only carry the necessary chem ­ 
icals, but m aintain a 
moisture 
and release the plant food slow­ 
ly. 
There are three reasons cited 
by Van Over why castor bean 
fertilizer is better than others. 


MEXICAN OFFICE CLOSES 
McALLEN—In observance of Col­ 
umbus Day, the M exican consulate 
here was closed Saturday. 


First it releases the plant food 
m ore slowly; second, it does not 
heat the soil, therefore does not 
attract insects to lay eggs and 
other fungus and bacteria to the 
ground; and third, it has no odor 
in decomposition to attract msect 
life. 
Another little m atter Is Hint ft 
ean be made for at least $lQ per 
ton cheaper. 
“There is a great need In tbe 
Valley for organic fertilizer," Van 
Over said. 
In addition to the present facili­ 
ties at the plant for shelling the 
beans and shipping them to the 
eastern m arkets. Van Over m ain­ 
tains a chemical laboratory for 
giving 14-point tests on soil. 
Welcome To Laboratory 
AH Valley farm ers who help to 
encourage the castor bean work 
are welcome to use the labora­ 
tory. Van Over will m ake the 
tests himself. 
In the laboratory the balance 
of acidity and alkalinity in the 
soil is determ ined 
Best balance 
is between 6 6 and T, Van Cher 
said. 
The 1$ elementa which have • 
bearing on plant growth are test­ 
ed. 
Conditions determ ined in­ 
clude phosporus. potassium, ni­ 
trate. amonia. nitrogen, nitrite ni­ 
trogen, calcium, magnesium, m an­ 
ganese. aluminum, iron and chlo­ 
rides and sulphates. 
That may 
sound like a lot of big words to 
most people, but it is very im ­ 
portant inform ation for farm ers. 
Through the laboratory tests is 
possible to determ ine w hat are 
the best conditions for planting 
of various crops and thus advise 
the farmers. 
Beans Offered Free 
Domestic grown beans are be­ 
ing offered free to farm ers for 
1941 planting at the present time. 
Farm ers are pledged to return the 
am ount of beans taken for plant­ 
ing from their first harvest. Van 
Over told the Valley Morning 
S tar that it took from two to five 
pounds of beans for each acre. 
Farm ers were w arned to use no 
other than Texas beans. 
The time for planting, the type 
bean used and the w eather condi­ 
tions are the three main factors 
in the planting. 
Each bean has 
an average w eight of five to six 
grains. 
The shell less than dust 
will weigh from 1.66 to 1.76 grains 
and the shell and dust will aver­ 
age 31 per cent of the unshelled 
bean. 
Blasted beans also prove 
to be from one to 15 per cent of 
the waste. 
Van Over is executive director 
of the foreign bureau of W oburn 
Industries of New Jersey and re­ 
search director of the A gricultural 


Chemical Association of W ashing­ 
ton, D. C. 
A. G H. Reimold, president of

Anyway, the comment was rep­ 
resentative of a sectional pride 
that is by no means confned to 
any one section of the country, ! 
and there is no quicker way to 
start a round-robin argument in 
a geographically mixed gathering 
than for a brave loyalist to start 
extolling the brand of football 
played in his subdivision. 
We’ve heard them all, from the 
sunny shores of California to the 
rock-bound coast of Maine, to 
coin a phrase. 
Your Easterner will point to the 
fact his section is the cradle of 
fhe came, that Cornell refutes any 
claim of superiority by other sec­ 
tions. Until recently he would 
bring in Pittsburgh as an Eastern 
team, but for some strange reason 
he has suddenly moved Pitts­ 
burgh westward. 
The Southerners maintain that 
nowhere else do they play the 
hard, slashing, life - and-death 
game that is played in Dixie.

'Bayonets Never Stopped An Idea In The History Of The World1 


Love Of Liberty Will Yet Help Defeated Nations Throw Of f Yoke Of Conquerers, Says Expert; History Recalled

Not many men have witnessed 


at close hand within a span of 
less than three years what might 
prove the death agonies ol three 
free rations. 


Lloyd Lehrbas, roving the war 


fronts on Associated Press assign- 
ments, has done. just that He 
watched China survive, bloodied 
but unbowed, the 'irst dreadful 
Japan-SB onslaught at Shanghai. 
He saw Poland smashed by Ger- 
many's massive war machine, and 
fled with defeat-stunned Polish 
refugees into Rumania. Then in 
France he watched again while 
"the light went out of a nation's 
eyes" in its numbed realization 
of utter diavtcr at German hand*. 


That the somber scene passing 


before his own eyes drew from 
Lehrbas so poignant a description 
of French despair tells more than 
any factual narration of the trag- 
edy of that moment for France. 


Liberty Still There 


Yet, if the light of liberty is 


dead in French hearts as well as 
In defeat-dimmed French 
eyes, 


history is a lying jade. Her in- 
terpretations of the past are a 
mock travesty of the truth about 
man, which disclo- <1 h\m sunk 
to the level of the lesser beasts 
with self survival, the desire to 
live on under whatever condi- 
tions, the only law that guides 
his action. 


That ij the cynical assumption 


that aetrei the foundation stone of 


the projected German-Italian-Jap- 
anese new order in Europe, in 
Asia, and in Africa. It is the the- 
sis of the law of the jungle, of 
sheer force, abroad in the world; 
but it challenges every lesson of 
the recorded or legendary history 
of man. 


Symbols Of Hope

A considerable acreage of car- 


rots has been planted in the Valley 
and the Winter Garden section. The 
fields planted to date are all on irri- 
gated land and the seed is up to a 
good start. Production of early car- 
rots is expected to show an increase 
and plantings for the season may re- 
sult in a much larger acreage than 
last year when 1,500 aolld cars 
were shipped from South Texas. 
The usual beginning of harvest is 
.round the latter part of November. 


The prospective Texas acreage for 


harvest in 1940-41 is expected to 
be 31,000 acres compared with 28,500 
acres a year ago and the 10-year 
average of 27,430 acres. Prospects 
for early cabbage point to a very 
limited supply. Seed beds were set 
out early in the lower Valley but 
the hot weather combined with 
heavy losses by irSects retarded 
transplanting and the transplanted 
fields have not made good progress.

earnings from dividends of $5,000 
from o?.ch of five big companies, 
and l"t go "scot free" one who has 
earnings from dividends up to $25,- 
OOf) from one small company. 


This is not a criticsrn of the tax 


la.iv: 
I use it merely as an illus- 


tration to show the trend against 
bigness even though bigness often 
means efficiency from which 
con- 


sumers benefit. 
In 
talking 
with 


congressmen, however, I find that 
oilier factors are also working in 
favor of the smaller concern*. Let 
me mention some of them: 


Kear Of Monopolies 


All the political parties in their 


pliitforms have taken a stand against 
monopolies, even though they may 
reduce consumer prices in many 
instances. Monopolies are contrary 
to democracies. 
Congressmen are 


especially bitter against them be- 
cause of a monopoly's ability to 
hire high-priced lobbiests. 
Some 


congressmen tell me

Is no reason why our biggest cor- 
porations, even those having

Most Decisions On Deferment Will 


Be Up To Local Board 
Officials

WASHINGTON — The tough nuts of the draft will have to be cracked 


by the local boards. Before them is the vast experience of the 


World war, a revised system and a series of broad regulations laid down 
by the President

to leave ticklish decisions to the 
local board or, if a question gets 
too national in character for a lo- 
cal board to handle, to the Presi- 
dent.

TJERE are a few tojgh questions 


and answers, but remember the 


answers can't be final. It all de- 
pends on the local board. 


Q. (By a bride)—We were mar- 


ried after the draft law passed. 
Planned It for six months. I work. 
Will my husband have Io go? 


A—You're a borderline case, but 


off-handed the answer is "probably 
no." Your local board probably will 
have plenty of single men to fill 
up calls until well into next year. 
Your husband probably will be de- 
lerred temporarily at least.

gress decides to draft a lot more 
men? 


A.—In national draft headquarters 


t'll soon be known how many more

tary Surgeons, Col. Gustavus Blech 
of Chicago and Col. David N. W. 
Grant of the U. S, Army Med- 
ical Corps declared that methods 
of saving human lives are keep- 
ing pace with the efforts to de- 
stroy them. 


Today's war is one of fast-mov- 


ing attacks, such as the German 
march through France, Colonel 
Blech declared, and medical men 
must be equipped to adapt their 


| work and movements to such 


maneuvers. 


Field hospitals must^e set up 


beyond the range of artillery fire 
and be staffed with regimental 
surgeons with adequate surgical 
equipment, he said. 


Dr. Blech added that electro- 


surgery, the use of the electric 
knife which seals blood vessels 
as it cuts them, is a valuable ad- 
dition to the equipment of a sur- 
geon 
on 
wartime because 
it 


reduces bleeding, shock, post- 
operative pain and infection. 


Dr. Grant pointed to the exam- 


ple set by the German medical 


corps in evacuating wounded men 
in a-irplane ambulances. 


Dr. John Elliott of Salisbury, 


N. C,,, added that the use of blood 
plasma, or blood from which the 
white and red corpuscles have 
been removed, will aid greatly in 
the saving of lives of soldiers 
suffering from shock.

For Antonescu 


BUCHAREST, Rumania—German 


troops under command ot a general 
of cavalry, accompanied by six of- 
ficers 
wearing

trousers o! the general staff, enter- 
ed Bucharest Saturday and planted 
the Swastika firmly and formally 
in the capital of Rumania. 


Established, too, was an "advance 


command" of the Nazi air force 
under German Aviation General 
Speidel. 


A long column of field gray mo- 


torcars carried 
German 
soldiers 


with fixed bayonets through the 
streets and squadrons of airplanes, 
some with the Nazi insignia, roared 
overhead, 


German flags flew from unaccus- 


tomed 
standards; 
bands 
played 


Deutschland Uber Alles, the Horst 
Wessel song and the Rumanian na- 
tional anthem. 


Implication! Many 


The implications of this trium- 


phant entry—this incontestable Ger- 
man military penetration of Rui 
mania—were many. 


Foreign observf-rs speculated at 


the new German-Italian moves In 
jouthenstern Europe and recalled 
the declaration of pro-British Tur- 
key that 2,000,000 bayonets would 
stand athwart any Axis attempt to 
move In Turkey's direction in the 
Near East. 


British Leave 


Amid the parades, the band music, 


the stir in the city, British subjects 
—whose government's relations with 
Rumania stand at crisis—quietly 
packed and hurriedly left. 


German circles rejoiced privately 


'that the Reich had now established 
an air palrol of the Rumanian oil 
fields so vital to Germany's war 
effort and declared—as other Ger- 
mans had done when the Nazis 
marched into Norway, into Den- 
mark, into the low countries—that 
the Reich had again taken, the init- 
iative away from the British. 


To Train Army 


But 
officially 
the 
presence of 


Nazi troops here was attributed to 
a desire by the Germans to help 
train the Rumanian army. 


The Rumanian government, head- 


ed by General Ion Antonescu since 
the forced abdication of King Carol 
II, issued a communique thus ex- 
plaining matters: 


"The former government naked 


Germany for her help regarding 
equipment and Instruction of the 
Rumanian army in using the new 
materials in accordance with the 
new methods of war. Premier Ion 
Antonescu. finding this an excellent 
Idea, adopted it. 
"Send Military Mission" 


"The Germans, giving support to 


this request with good will and 
friendship, sent a military mission 
to Rumania, the first part, of which 
nrrived today under command of 
General Hansen." 


It was made clear, incidentally, 


that still more German troops are 
to come.

BROWNSVILLE—If M. D. L. 


Van Over has anything to do with 
it the Lower Rio Grande Valley is 
going to put over a castor bean 
industry and he is devoting 24 
hours a day to make it a success. 


Already castor beans from the 


first year's 8,000-acre crop are 
being shelled at the Port of 
Brownsville plant, constructed by 
Van Over, and two carloads are 
slated for shipment this month. 


$51 Per Ton 


The price of castor beans at the 


present time is $51 per ton. Val- 
ley farmers have spent about $11.50 
per acre in raising, handling and 
delivering the beans and each 
acre under normal conditions puts 
out around 1,000 beans making a 
profit of about $12 to the farmer 
on each acre, and-in these times 
that ain't hay. 


Van Over has contended since 


the instigation of the plant and 
castor bean planting that there 
was no profit in castor beans 
alone, but Valley farmers aren't 
sneezing at that $12 per acre. 
Over 300 growers are participat 
ing in the castor bean program to 
date and to prove that they be- 
lieve in it. for example, one farm- 
er who planted 100 acres this year 
has contracted for 1,000 acres for 
1941. 


Cycle Is Accurate 


Van over has made up a cycle 


of planting to guide Valley farm- 
ers in their castor bean work. 
This past year his cycle was with- 
in two per cent of accuracy, 
which is pretty close. 


Getting back to Van Over's 


statement that there is no profit 
for the farmers in the growing 
of beans alone, here is another 
angle. 


When equipment is installed at 


'th« plant to crush the beans ex- 
tracting the oil from them, \vUh- 
out having to ship them to east- 
ern markets for the crushing, an- 
other profit chance is realized. 


The Castor bean meal which 


comes from the crushed beans is 
mixed with the empty shells to 
make one of the best fertilizers. 
The shells are an ideal carrier for 
chemicals used in making ferti- 
lizer balanced, and when used 
with castor bean meal they not 
only carry the necessary chem- 
icals, but maintain a moisture 
and release the plant food slow- 
ly. 


There are three reasons cited 


by Van Over why castor bean 
fertilizer is better than others.

In addition to the present facili- 


ties at the plant for shelling the 
beans and shipping them to the' 
eastern markets. Van Over main- 
tains a chemical laboratory for 
giving 14-point tests on soil. 


Welcome To Laboratory 


All Valley farmers who help to 


encourage the castor bean work 
are welcome to use the labora- 
tory. Van Over will make the 
tests himself. 


In the laboratory the balance 


of acidity and alkalinity in the 
soil is determined, Best balance 
is between 6,8 and 7, Van Over 
said. 


The 13 elements which have a 


bearing on plant growth are test- 
ed. 
Conditions determined in- 


clude phosporus, potassium, ni- 
trate, amonia, nitrogen, nitrite ni- 
trogen, calcium, magnesium, man- 
ganese, aluminum, iron and chlo- 
rides arid sulphates. That may 
sound like a lot of big words to 
most people, but it is very im- 
portant information for farmers. 


Through the laboratory tests is 


possible to determine what are 
the best conditions for planting 
of various crops" and thus advise 
the farmers. 


Beans Offered Free 


Domestic grown beans are be- 


ing offered free to farmers for 
1941 planting at the present time. 
Farmers are pledged to return the 
amount of beans taken for plnnt- 
ing from their first harvest.. Van 
Over told the Valley Morning 
Star that it took from two to five 
pounds of beans for each acre. 
Farmers were warned to use no 
other than Texas beans. 


The time for planting, the type 


bean used and the weather condi- 
tions .are the three main factors 
in the planting. Each bean has 
an average weight of live to six 
grains. The shell less than dust 
will weigh from 1.66 to 1.70 grains 
and the shell and dust will aver- 
age 31 per cent Of the unshelled 
bean. 
Blasted beans also prove 


to be from one to 15 per cent of. 
the waste.

of August, the youth gave a back- 
ground picture of conditions in 
Shanghai, now the focal point of 
the tense situation in the Far 
East 
He wrote at the time the 


British troops were leaving their 
sector and told about a meeting 
in which the vacated sector was 
divided between the U. S. Marines 
and the Japs. 
Saying that the 


Marines took over the part they 
wanted, he continued "I guess you 
know who the people look up to 
now. We are the law from one 
side of town to the other." 


In other parts of his letter. 


Pettit told of wearing steel hel- 


met and uniform at all times and 
of carrying gas masks, hand gre- 
nades and arms when on duty. 
He told of the characteristics of 
the two classes of Chinese people 
and of economic conditions among 
them. ^ 


The* Marines rank high 
in 


China, Pettit said, and he likes the 
life in the barracks where a na- 
tive boy is assigned to each four 
Marines to look after their cloth- 
ing. 
He is amazed at the way 


the native Chinese live, 'sleeping 
on the street, eating 
what is 


thrown away by "the more fortu- 
nate. 


Life in the Marines is like that 


of a king, according to Pettit's 
expression. He still dances "once 
in a while and snows them un- 
der" with his steps.

extolling the brand of football 
played in his subdivision. 


We've heard them all, from the 


sunny shores of California to the 
rock-bound coast 
of Maine, to 


coin a phrase. 


Your Easterner will point to the 


fact his section is the cradle of 
the game, that Cornell refutes any 
claim of superiority by other sec- 
tions. Until recently he would 
bring in Pittsburgh as an Eastern 
team, but for some strange reason 
he has suddenly 
moved 
Pitts- 


burgh westward. 


The Southerners maintain that 


nowhere else do they play 
the 


hard, slashing, life - and-death j 
game that is played in Dixie. The 
Southwest, with its air-minded 
lads and tough competition within 
the family circle, takes oft its hat 
to no other section and will dive 
into intersectional records to back 
its .claims. 


The Midwest, which claims its 


Big Ten Conference is the tough- 
est league in the country, also 
claims its 
stout,

Lloyd Lehrbas, roving the war 


fronts on Associated Press assign- 
ments, has done just that. He 
watched China survive, bloodied 
but unbowed, the first dreadful 
Japan-se onslaughts at Shanghai. 
He saw Poland smashed by.Ger- 
many's massive war machine, and 
fled with defeat-stunned Polish 
refugees into Rumania. Then in 
France he watched again while 
"the light went out of a nation's 
eyes" in its numbed realization 
of utter diuiter at German hand*. 


That the somber scene passing 


before his own eyes drew Jrom 
Lehrbas so poignant a description 
of French despair tells more than 
any factual narration of the trag- 
edy of .that moment for .France:

Yet, if the light of liberty is 


dead in French • hearts as well as 
in defeat-dimmed French 
eyes,

God forbid that such R step must 
be taken, but if needs be let us 
rouse ourselves and show by demon- 
strations o£ force and violence that 
this act cannot be fostered upon us 
free men.

Break, He Says

BABSON PARK, Mass.—The 1940 


tax legislation shows how the Amur 
Iccan people ai'e thinking. One of 
its -most iptei-cstin* .features is that 
the excess profits tax law favors 
Companies having earnings ot less 
than $25,000 a, year. 
Of course, 


this is H direct subsidy to smaller 
corporations. 


Two Vital Que.xtionn 


Should the $25,000 apply to earn- 


ings of a company or to earnings 
ot individual stockholders in that 
company? Is there any reason why 
* ten-share stockholder in • large 
corporation should be taxed »ny 
more than if he held the game 
amount ot slock In a imall com- 
pany? 
It certainly seems unfair 


to penalize with more taxes, direct 
or indirect, a man who receives 
earnings from dividends of $5.000 
from each of five big companies, 
fliirl let KH "scot free" one who has 
earnings from dividends up to ?25,- 
000 from one small company. 


This is not a cciticsm of the tax 


law: 
1 use it merely as an illus- 


tration to show the trend against 
bi^nrss even though bigness often 
moans efficiency from which con- 
sumers benefit. 
In 
talking with 


congressmen, however, I find that 
other factors are also working in 
favor of the smaller concern!. Let 
me mention some of them; 


Frar Of Monopolies 


All the political parties in their 


platforms have taken a stand against 
monopulit-s. even though they may 
reduce consumer prices in many 
im, t;i net's. Monopolies are contrary 
to democracies. 
Congressmen are 


especially bitter against them be 
cause of * monopoly's ability to 
hire high-priced lobbiests. 
Some 


congressmen 
tell me that these 


lobbyiests threaten to spik« their 
rloctinns if they vole 
for »nti- 


monopoly legislation. 
Yet, there 


IK no reason why our biggest cor- 
porations, even those having mon 
opolios, cannot operate as justly in 
the intcrrsis of the public aa small 
rr concerns. It Is. however, hard 
to make John Public believ* this. 


Perhaps much legislation against 


bigness is due to the "inferiority 
complex" of the small manufacturer. 
Doubtless it Is difficult for many 
such to compete with big corpor- 
ations; but the reason often is due 
to the phmt being located in the 
wrong locality'or being operated in- 
efficiently. 
Certiiinly, small cor- 


pnrations should be able to change 
their policy and their products much 
more rapidly than large corpora- 
tions and thus keep ahead of them'. 
If a young man, I would rather 
work for a small corporation than 
a big one. 
Chances for advance- 


ment are much better. 


Trend To L'tft Decentralization 
The war is bound to have tre- 


mendous effects along various lines. 
Of all changes, effect upon the de- 
cr-ntr;ili-/ation of industries may be 
most important. The current idea 
that shirts cim be 
manufactured 


more efficiently in » single place 
and under one roof may seem sound 
on piiper. 
Textile manufacturers 


in England, however, have found 
that,, in practice, they are liable to 
lose their own shirts as well as their 
employers by such a policy. 
Ihe attitude of labor leaders In 


]<ii"i;e cities is also a factor in de- 
centralization. The C.I.O. has been 
much more succcssi'u! in closing 
plants in the case of big concerns 
operating under one roof in one lo- 
cality. Manufacturers are fast learn- 
ing that it is bad business from * 
labor point of view to have "all 
one's eggs in one basket." Letters

In discussions before the annual 


meeting of the Association of Mili- 
tary Surgeons, Col. Gustavus Blech 
of Chicago and Col. David N. W.. 
Grant of the U. S. Army Med- 
ical Corps declared that methods 
of saving human lives are keep- 
ing pace with the efforts to de- 
stroy them. 


Today's war is one of fast-mov- 


ing attacks, such as the German 
march through France, Colonel 
Blech declared, and medical men 
must be equipped to adapt their 
work and movements to such 
maneuvers. 


Field hospitals must be set up 


beyond the range of artillery fire 
and be staffed with regimental 
surgeons with adequate surgical 
equipment, he said. , 


Dr. Blech added that electro- 


surgery, the use o.f the electric 
knife which seals blood vessels 
as it cuts them, is a valuable ad-' 
dition to the equipment of a sur- 
geon 
on wartime because 
it 


reduces bleeding, shock, 
post- 


operative pain and infection. 


Dr. Grant pointed to the exam- 


ple set by the German medical 


corps in evacuating wounded men 
in airplane ambulances. 


Dr. John Elliott of Salisbury, 


N. C., added that Ihe use of blood 
plasma, or blood from which the 
white and red corpuscles have 
been removed, will aid greatly in 
the saving of lives of soldiers 
suffering from shock.

the stir in the city, British subjects

Rumania stand at crisis—quietly 
packed and hurriedly left.

that the Reich had now established 
nn air patrol o( the Rumanian oil 
fields so vital to Germany's war 
effort and declared—as other Ger- 
mans had done when the Nazis 
marched into Norway, into Den- 
mark, into the low countries—that 
tho Reich had again taken the init- 
iative away from the British, 


To Train Army

a desire by the Germans to help 
train the Rumanian army. 


The Rumanian government, head- 


ed by General Ion Antonescu since 
the forced abdication of King Carol 
II, Issued a communique thus ex- 
plaining matters:

Germany for her help regarding

Rumanian army in using the new 
materials in accordance with the 
new methods of war.

BROWNSVILLE—If M. D. L. 


Van Over has anything to do with 
it the Lower Rio Grande Valley is 
going to put over a castor bean 
industry and. he is devoting 24 
hours a day to make it a success. 


Already caator beans from the 


first year's 8,000-acre crop are 
being shelled at the Port of 
Brownsville plant, constructed by 
Van Over, and two carloads are 
slated for shipment this month. 


$51 Per Ton 


The price of castor beans at the 


present time is $51 per ton. Val- 
ley farmers have spent about $11.50 
per acre in raising, handling and 
delivering the beans and each 
acre under normal conditions puts 
out around 1,000 beans making a 
profit of about $12 to the farmer 
on each acre, and in these times 
that ain't hay. 


Van Over has contended since 


the instigation of the plant and 
castor bean planting that there 
was no profit in castor beans 
alone, but Valley farmers aren't 
sneezing at that $12 per acre. 
Over 300 growers are participat- 
ing in the castor bean program to 
date and to prove that they be- 
lieve in it, for example, one farm- 
er who planted 100 acres this year 
has contracted for 1,000 acres for 
1941. 


Cycle Is Accurate 


Van ov'er has made up a cycle 


of planting to guide Valley farm- 
ers in their castor bean work. 
This past year his cycle was with- 
in two per cent of accuracy, 
which is pretty close. 


Getting back to Van Over's 


statement that there is no profit 
for the farmers in the growing 
of beans alone, here is another 
angle. 


When equipment is installed at 


the plant to crush the beans .ex- 
tracting the oil from them, with- 
out having to ship them to east- 
ern markets for the crushing, an- 
other profit chance is realized. 


The Castor bean meal which 


comes from the crushed beans is 
mixed with the empty shells to 
make one of the best fertilizers. 
The shells are an ideal carrier for 
chemicals used in making ferti- 
lizer balanced, and when used 
with castor bean meal they not 
only carry the necessary chem- 
icals, but maintain a moisture 
and release the plant food slow- 
ly. 


There are three reasons cited 


by Van Over why castor bean 
fertilizer is better than others. 


MEXICAN OFFICE CLOSES 


McALLEN—In observance of Col- 


umbus Day. the Mexican consulate 
here was closed Saturday. 


First it releases the plant food 
more slowly; second, it does not 
heat the soil, therefore does not 
attract insects to lay eggs and 
other fungus and bacteria to the 
ground; and third, it has no odor 
in.decomposition to attract insect 
life. 


Another little matter Is thai It 


can be made tor at least $10 per 
ton cheaper. 


"There is « great need In Khe 


Valley for organic fertilizer.," Van 
Over said. 


In addition to the present facili- 


ties at the plant for shelling the 
beans and shipping them to the 
eastern markets. Van Over main- 
tains a chemical laboratory for 
giving 14-point tests on soil. 


Welcome To Laboratory 


All Valley farmers who help to 


encourage the castor bean work 
are welcome to use the labora- 
tory. Van Over wiH make the 
tests himself. 


In the laboratory the balance 


of acidity and alkalinity in the 
soil is determined. Best balance 
is between 6.8 and 7, Van Over 
said. 


The 13 elements which have a 


bearing oft plant growth are test- 
ed. 
Conditions determined in- 


clude phosporus, potassium, ni- 
trate, amonia, nitrogen, nitrite ni- 
trbgen, calcium, magnesium, man- 
ganese, aluminum, iron and chlo- 
rides and sulphates. That may 
sound like a lot of big words to 
most people, but it is very im- 
portant information for farmers. 


Through the laboratory tests is 


possible to determine what are 
the best conditions for planting 
of various erops and thus advise 
the farmers. 


Beam Offered Free 


Domestic grown beans are be- 


ing offered free to farmers for 
1941 planting at the present time. 
Farmers are pledged to return the 
amount of beans taken for plant- 
ing from their first' harvest. Van 
Over told the Valley Morning 
Star that it took from two to five 
pounds of beans for each acre. 
Farmers were warned to use no 
other than Texas beans. 


The time for planting, the type 


bean used and the weather condi- 
tions are the three main factors 
in the planting. 
Each bean has 


an average weight of five to six 
grains. The shell less than dust 
will weigh from 1.66 to 1.76 grains 
and the shell and dust will aver- 
age 31 per cent of the unshelled 
bean. Blasted beans also prove 
to be from one to 15 per cent of 
the waste. 


Van Over is executive director 


of the foreign bureau of Woburn 
Industries of New Jersey and re- 
search director of the Agricultural 


Chemical Association of Washing- 
ton, D. C, 


A. G .H. Reimold, president of 


Woburn Industries, will be in 
Brownsville the first part of this 
week to confer with Van Over on 
progress of the new Valley in- 
dustry.

LIGHTER NOW 


British Hopeful Of 


Developments 


By The Associated Presi 


LONDON (Sunday) — German 


war-planes attacked London precise- 
ly on schedule Saturday night and 
dropped bombs on seven districts in 
the British capital but the raid 
seemed lighter early today than 
any for several nights. 


The Nazis also raided 8 Midlanc 


town, dropping high explosives anc 
and incendiary bombs which dam- 
aged a house, a shopping arcade 
and a hostel for aged men. 


Aircraft Fire Heavy 


Flying to the attack at the »ame 


hour of their appearance on three 
preceding nights, the German! ran 
into heavy anti-aircraft fire in the 
early part of the raid. 


Later—about midnight — Ldhdon 


became fairly calm except for spas- 
modic gunfire in the far distance, 


Not a single fire was visible on 


the horizon hours after the attack 
had begun. 


In one section, however, exp< 


losives damaged a number of homes, 
smashed the windows of a shopping 
center and of the local police sta- 
tion. 


Follow Regular Pattern 


All of it—the assault, the defense 


—went forward upon a fixed and 


^ melancholy pattern; the outskirts 
got it first, the rumble of falling 
bombs .rolling up toward the cen- 
ter of the city, and the anti-aircraft 
guns thundered an old tattoo. 


It was the sixth raid since Sat- 


urday morning, five daylight thrusts 
having left new rubble in London's 
streets, new dead among civilians. 


These daytime attacks had in- 


volved a total of some 200 or more 
planes, and while most of that num- 
ber had not got far inland beyond 
the Kentish coast some houses and 
stores in London were smashed by 
raiders floating far overhead* and 
cloaked in clouds of mist.

and gas mains were burst in one. 
district. 


Six Are Drowned 


Among those who died were six 


persons drowned by a rush of 
water in a basement shelter which 
was loosed upon them by an aerial 
bomb that burst a. water main in 
the house above them. 


One got out, with the help of 


his neighbors.

The Aggie eleven from the South- 


west Conference, 
ringing up its 


fourteenth consecutive victory and 
third straight of the 1940 grid cam- 
paign, showed a powerful defensive 
squad to the 60,000 sweltering fans 
—the temperature was in the 90's 
at the kickoff—but couldn't keep 
its scoring spark ignited to roll up 
a big score.

Reducus Boll Weevil 


"Valley farmers have been co- 


operating with the federal and state 
departments of agriculture almost 
100 per cent," McEachern declared. 


Cotton farmers themselves have 


declared that the stalk destruction 
program not only is responsible for 
eradication of the pink boll worm, 
but also has caused much, less boll 
weevil damage. 
Stalks should be 


destroyed every year, regardless of 
the pink boll worm, to rid the Val- 
ley of the boll weevil, the growers 
said. 


The Valley the past season grew 


an estimated 220,000 acres of cot- 
ton, while 150,000 acres were grown 
on the Mexican side. Destruction 
of stalks on the Mexican side is 
equally as far advanced as on this 
side, according to reports from that 
section. Both areas were declared 
to be practically free of 1940 cotton 
stalks. 


Farmers were warned, however, 


that even though the fields look 
clear now, scattered stalks will show 
up later and for a complete host- 
free ' period the scattered growths 
must be removed when they appear. 


Okra Restrictions 


Regulations are in effect this year 


prohibiting the growing of okra 
during the host-free period, from 
October 1 to January 1. Last year, 
okra continued to grow after Octo- 


1, and the boll worm infestation 


was built up because okra also 
larbors the pest. 


All okra this year has been de- 


stroyed. McEachern declared. 


"Destruction of this alternate host 


should go a long way toward rid- 
ding this section of the pink boll 
worm this season."
